He 
had been a trouble-maker there, 
and did not get along with other 
pupils. He began to develop a 
police record.” 


The promoters of hate recruit 
such material. They, themselves, 
rarely get into the picket lines or 
take any chances. They obtain 
the money from adults who them- 
selves are psychopathic in their 
prejudices. They support the Nazi 
parties, the anti-Semitic groups, 
the anti-Negro mobs. 


Those Who Hate 


The South’s efforts to accept 
the processes of law are deterred 
by those who really hate. They 
hate everybody, Jews, Catholics, 
Negroes, decent, law-abiding peo- 
ple of any creed who work and 
find life at least relatively satisfy- 
ing. 

One feels they really hate 
themselves. They are convinced 
that somehow life has been un- 
just to them — that they are 
superior persons deprived of op- 
portunity. ‘(Their minds fester 
like boils.) They are sure it is 
the fault of Jews, or Negroes, or 
the police, the mayor, the news- 
papers, the “‘government”’. 


Most of them are relatively 
young — in their twenties or 
thirties. They do not, as a rule, 
have much education. They read 
little save the hate sheets put out 
by their own, or other groups. 
They listen to the older ones — 
those who really handle the 
money and who give them their 
daily injections of hate propa- 
ganda. Their counterparts were 
the ‘black shirts’’ who made up 
Mussolini's toughs. They are kin 
to Hitler's Nazi guards. They are 
the tools, the puppets of those 
who really make the profits. 


They manage to look as if they 
were all brothers . .. as, in a 
sense, they are. Numerically they 
are not many. In the riots in New 
Orleans, in Birmingham, Little 
Rock, and Montgomery, there 
were the haters with placards, 
the toughs swinging clubs or 
throwing stones, who had gath- 
ered there from several cities. 


Sort of Status 


They glory in picketing — it is 
a sort of status. For an hour 
or so they are not unknown 
failures, and psychologically 
crippled, sick persons, but objects 
of attention, players strutting their 
brief hour . . . persons of im- 
portance...

There is nothing in life for them 
now — and nothing much ahead. 
Most of them have had prison 
experiences—and will have more.

They will continue to 
live off infrequent jobs and cash 
handouts from those who handle 
the hate money. Few employers 
want to have violent, unstable, sick 
minds on their payrolls. 


So, with each job lost they 
blame it on “‘the Jews, the Nig- 
ger lovers”. They are sure the 
government is filled with Com- 


jobs to Jews and enact civil 
rights legislation, or they are sure 
the courts are Communist be- 
cause they ordered that Negro 
children have an equal right to 
education...

WALKER ATTACKED 


The victim of Tuesday’s only 
incident was the Rev. Wyatt Tee 
Walker, also of Atlanta, executive 
director of the Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference, of which 
King is president. 

{ Walker was about to enter the 
courthouse with two Negro jour- 
nalists when their way was 
blocked by Vann M. Vickery, 32, 
a Monroe restaurant operator. He 
shouted abuse at the trio and then. 
threw Walker down the concrete 
steps when he tried to pass. 


Vickery is a massive man and 
the Negro a very slight one. 
‘Walker landed in the ivy at the 
base of a granite Civil War 
monument at the west entrance 
of the courthouse about 30 feet 
from the steps, but he was un- 
hurt. Vickery, who struggled vio- 
lently with police before he was 
handcuffed and bundled into a 
patrol car, was charged with pub- 
lic drunkenness and resisting ar- 
rest. 


At 2 p. m., about an hour after 
the fracas on the. courthouse 
steps, Superior Court Judge Allan 
H. Gwyn offered his explanation, 
which he said was requested by 
the integrationists, of what he 
meant when he said Monday 
that “there would be no picketing 
of this court or any other court, 
as far as I am concerned.” 


Speaking slowly and in a low 
voice often made inaudible by 
the large floor fan mildly agitat- 
ing the stifling air in the big 
court room, Judge Gwyn said: 


“If anything is fundamental in 
our law, it is that the judiciary 
shall be independent, not inde- 
pendent to trample on people’s 
rights but independent to protect 
people’s rights under the law. 
Judgment may not be coerced, 
or judges may not be coerced, 
and opinions may not be affected 
by pressures either by picketing 
or otherwise.”

Plan for Berlin Talks 
Yields a Twofold Hope 


The West’s plan to open Berlin talks 
by negotiating informally at the United 
Nations is good news for two main 
reasons. 


First, it shows that the Western al- 
lies are capable of arriving at a joint 
plan despite differences. France had been 
intractable. But she has agreed to this 
U.N. conference. 

Second, it must be remembered that 
the Berlin blockade was lifted not by full 
dress conferences but by backroom talk 
on an informal basis with the Soviets at 
the U.N. 

We are not so sanguine as to expect 
Gromyko to toss. off a ready settle- 
ment now in some informal chat, how- 
ever. 

We don’t have the monopoly on the 
A-bomb that we had before, and we 
aren’t dealing with Stalin. Khrushchev 
is a spoiler. He can be expected to run 
out the string on Berlin and back away 
only when it suits him to reduce tension. 
But the best way to begin is at the be- 
ginning. And Khrushchev’s demand for a 
glittering formal conference called on 
his own terms was no beginning. Even 
if informal discussion at the U.N. prove 
to be no more than an introduction, that 
is better than rushing into a diplomatic 
conclusion that might reward Khru- 
shchev’s bad conduct. 

It is our nature to be impatient., But 
the chore at Berlin remains what it has 
been—to “meet military threats with 
readiness to defend, and only then to 
negotiate, as equals, and with care.

Require Positive Action

mendation by Dr. John T. Mauldin, 
chairman of the 21-member commission,

Establishment by Gov. Vandiver of Georgia's 
Aeronautics and Space Administration is 
an important concession to the trends of ‘the 
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allotted $15,000 to keeping the commis- 
sion active. 

Dr. Mauldin pointed out that the state 
in 1960 had estimated 290,661 people 65 
years of age and over, representing an 
increase of 71,006 since 1950. The num- 
ber will continue to grow numerically 
and in proportion to the total population. 
But rather than discard them into unpro- 
ductive activity, they can remain an im- 
portant and productive resource. 

“The problems that come with age

ices—all of which are interrelated.” 


He is right. Problems of the aged are 
becoming one of our greatest domestic 
questions. Positive action is needed, in- 
cluding a realistic health insurance pro- 
gram not based on pauperism.

School Transport Is 
Costly State Business 


Georgia’s school transportation sys- 
tem has been the subject of considerable 
study and criticism for years. Charges of 
outright waste and inefficiency of oper- 
ation have not, however, resulted in 
much improvement in the situation. 


The joint legislative committee study- 
ing state education expenditures in de- 
tailed figures comparing costs with two 
neighboring states, Florida and North 
Carolina, again points up the problem. 

Georgia spends $33.69 for average 
daily attendance of transported pupils 
per year, compared to Florida’s $20.02 
and North Carolina’s $16.55. Comparable 
costs per mile are Georgia, 27 cents; 
Florida, 20.02 cents, and North Carolina, 
.16 cents. 

Completely accurate comparisons are 
impossible because of a different set of 


problems existing in each state. North: 


Carolina, for instance, uses student bus 
drivers. But such a disparity as exists 
cannot be justified. Georgia, for instance, 
with its multiplicity of counties and 
school districts has built-in 


the contract transpor 
many counties, pugch¢sing methods and 
allied factors makesVfor a costly’ oper- 
ation. 

The committee found that Georgia, 
with the smallest average attendance, 
outspends both other states in costs of 
administration, transportation and text- 
books. Yet its teacher pay average is low- 
er. 

Financing Georgia schools is an in- 
tricate business. The committee, how- 
ever, has raised some questions that ought 
to be answered by the State Department 
of Education.

Why Take It Away From Him? 


It wasn't my intention to write a word about one of the world’s more famous 
‘dirty books,’’ Henry Miller’s long-banned ‘‘Tropic of Cancer.’’ I'd heard of it . 
s<*% for years, of course, all the years it was circulating freely in Europe but was 
prohibited in this country. So when I saw it on a friend's desk naturally I picked it up. It was a brief 
encounter, I dipped into it, gagged at a passage or two, fell to yawning after a few chapters and gave 
it up as a tiresome work which may have been hot stuff when it was published in the 30’s but is prob- 


ably not worthy of two hours of valuable reading time nowadays. 


By taking its chances on the 
bookshelves along with some 
really meritorious bestsellers, 
it will probably die a natural 
death from lack of attention. 

At least that’s what I thought. 
But comes now a young college 
student with a bitter letter about 
women, meddling mothers and 
imprisonment of the mind. 

It seems that he bought at 
great expense and considerable 
self-sacrifice three copies of Mr. 
Miller’s book ($7.50 the copy) 
only to have them disappear 
from his room the minute his 
back was turned. His mother, 


normally an intelligent woman 
(college graduate, he said, as if 
that clinched it) and usually so 
honest she wouldn’t lift a print- 
ed sermon from the church ves- 
tibule without. asking somebody, 
is trying to enslave his mind, 
depriving. him of the right to 
roam largely and graze freely 
in the verdant fields of litera- 
ture. He thinks her behavior 
is reprehensible but that in it- 
self didn’t prompt his letter. He 
thinks she is displaying an “‘in- 
tellectual hypocrisy” typical of 
our times.

This made me speculaté on why 
and how “old wives’Atales" are 
born, and why they are so hard 
to bury once they are known to 
be false. The process, I believe, 
is this: 

1. Some problem (in this case 
freezing) is obvious. 


2. No answer is apparent. Yet 
people naturally feel there must 
be an answer. 


3. So somebody, with al] sincer- 
ity, invents one, and with sincerity 
convinces others the answer is 
right. 

4. It isn’t the true answer—but 
it sounds plausible, and more than 
that, nobody can prove it is 
wrong. 


5. So the idea is repeated, again 
and. again and is believed since 
no once can disprove it. 


6. And that is how we come to 
accept things we ‘‘just know are 
true,” when they sometimes 
aren't. 


That's why it’s so hard to upset 
some of the scores of old wives’ 
tales, even after science has 
proved them wrong. After years 
of the habit of believing some- 
thing, it’s hard to give up some- 
thing we ‘‘know’”’ is true. 


That’s why people like me try 
to keep pecking away at these 
notions — the groundless notions 
about aluminum cooking pans be- 
ing ‘‘bad,’’ and some of the ex- 
travagant ideas of vitamins 
‘keeping the hair from turning 
gray,”’ and belief in ‘‘acid foods 
being bad for you.”

Sacroiliac pain is the result of 
pinching or otherwise inflaming 
the sacroiliac nerve. This is an 
important nerve which projects 
from the lower part of the spine 
and serves an area including the 
backs of the thighs and lower leg. 


The first and best treatment is 
to give the irritated nerve a fair 
chance to calm down and recover. 
Heat helps. Protecting the nerve 
from further irritation is basic. 
Relief of pain, for the time being, 
either by pills or injections, nat- 
urally aids. 


The trouble often originates at 
or near the lower part of the 
spine even though the pain may 
seem to be centered farther along 
on the nerve, in the thighs. Cor- 
rection of spine defects may help.

during the day was the appear- 
ance of a would-be picket at Hen- 
ry Grady High School. He turned 
in his sign and left after a stern 
police warning. 


A Ku Klux Klan splinter group 
called the ‘United Klans” added 
to the flow of what police describe 
as “hate literature’ by distribut- 
ing a@ sheet with pictures, names 
and ‘addresses and telephone num- 
bers of Negro transfer students. 


MEET AT LUNCH 

Seven of the nine Negro stu- 
dents who will launch Georgia's 
first school desegregation mean- 
while met for a luncheon and said 
they were not worried about their 
new roles. 


The students met at a Hunter 
Street restaurant with two other 
Negroes who have made desegre- 
gation headlines— Charlayne 
Hunter and Hamilton Holmes. 


Holmes’ and Miss Hunter’s ad- 
mission to the University of Geor- 
gia last winter precipitated a 
legal crisis which resulted in 
Georgia's abandoning ‘massive 
resistance” school-closing laws 
and instead adopting pupil assign- 
ment procedure which allowed At- 
lanta to obey a federal court or- 
der without closing its schools. 


RECEIVE CALLS 


Two of the nine Negro transfer 
students reported that they had 
received numerous “annoying” 
telephone calls and that their par- 
ents had changed to unlisted num- 
bers. 


Most of the students said their 
parents were somewhat apprehen- 
sive about school desegregation. 


Police gave this account of the 
Grady ‘‘picketing”’ incident: 


Bill Cody of Arlington, Va., 
showed up at Grady with a sign 
reading ‘“‘God save the white peo- 
ple.” 


Cody asked policewoman 
Alene Mitchell where he could 
picket. She informed him he 
would not be allowed to picket. 
When he insisted, she referred 
him: to Capt. E. B. 
Brooks, who is in charge of the 
Grady security force. 


Brooks repeated the prohibi- 
tion against pickeving. 


“Oh, I know I will be arrested. 
.. . How many days (in jail) will 
it be?” police said Cody asked. 

Brooks replied that under a 
state law, the sentence could be 
measured in months rather than 
days. 


Cody then handed Brooks the 
sign and left. 


Otherwise, police said, traffic 
at the schools was normal. 


In fact, day-watch Capt. J. L. 
Moseley said several persons driv- 
ing through the school areas re- 
marked how much better traffic 
flowed with policemen on the 
corners. 


ISSUES BULLETIN 

Police Chief Herbert Jenkins 
issued a last-minute bulletin to 
his officers listing several out-of- 
state “racists and agitators” dis- 
tributing “‘hate” literature. 


“The highest value of the law,” 
Jenkins: told his men, “is the 
keeping of the peace.” 


Calls for order also came Tues- 
day from Gov. Ernest Vandiver 
and Lt. Gov. Garland Byrd, 


Vandiver repeated his state- 
ment of Aug. 8 calling for re- 
straint and caution. Lives and 
property will be protected, the 
governor promised. 


Byrd's office issued a_ state- 
ment calling freedom of assembly 
and speech two basic American 
rights. 


“At the same time,” he added, 
‘“‘we must guard against demon- 
strations and assembly which 
would lead to chaos and violence 
.. . 1 do not feel that this battle 
should. be fought on the school 

. . . Nothing can be ac- 
complished by violence,” the lieu- 
tenant governor added. 


HOPE, Inc., a private organiza- 
tion which led the fight against 
school-closing laws in Georgia, 
issued a statement Tuesday ex- 


pressing confidence that school de- 
segregation here would proceed 
peacefully. 

Desegregation will begin offi- 
cially Wednesday when nine Negro 
students enter four previously all-

passengers. 


About 20 of the stranded sight- 
seers were lowered 150 to 200 feet 
by ropes on the Italian end where 
they climbed the glacier to the 
top of the peak. The ropes were 
attached by a rescuer who 
reached the cabins with an open 
repairman’s trolley.

in the moonlight. 


The passengers were reported 
suffering somewhat from the 
near-freezing temperatures but 
they could be heard singing and 
calling out, apparently in good 
spirits, in several languages. 


One passenger lowered by rope 
was an Indian woman, Rita Ka- 
trak of London, who was clad in 
a thin sari and gold slippers. 


DREADFUL EXPERIENCE 


“Tt was a dreadful experiece,” 
she said. ‘“‘When we finally got 


self sinking into snow in my 
practically bare feet. Fortunately 
someone lent me a pair of wool 
socks which I pulled on.” 


She was traveling with Baesana 
Pirosha of Bombay, a cousin of 
her husband. Also in the car was 
— Tower, of Glasgow, Scot- 
and. 


Most of the rescued said they 
were frightened by the experi- 
ence, but had not seen the ill- 
fated cabins fall. Some saw the 
plane pass by, however. 


They were trapped when a 
French jet fighter plane sliced 
through a cable on a lofty scenic 
lift between two picturesque peaks 
of Mt. Blanc at 10,500 feet. 


Two of the sightseeing cabins 
plummeted 700 feet to the valley 
floor—in the words of an eyewit- 
ness—‘‘like ornaments dropping 
from a Christmas tree." 


The F85F jet returned safely to 
its base at Luxenil. The pilot was 
on a low-altitude mission when 
the tragedy occured. 


The plane clipped one of two 
cables of the lift that stretch 
three miles between 10,500-foot 
Aiguille du Midi on the French 
side of the chasm and the Torino, 
slightly lower, on the Italian side. 


Rescue units of the French Al- 
pine Military School—always on 
the alert for skiing and mountain 
climbing disasters—quickly went 
into action. 


HELICOPTERS HOVER 


Helicopters. dropped into the 
valley like hovering hawks and 
picked up the battered bodies 
from the smashed cabins. 


A plan to rescue the marooned 
sightseers by helicopters was 
abandoned because it was con- 
sidered too dangerous, said Maj. 
Jean Corbe-Micholet, commander 
of the rescue team.

home his contract if his technique 
had been a bit more careful. 


The bidding was reasonable 
and, against the final contract of 
four hearts, West made the nor- 
mal opening of the jack of clubs. 
This trick was won with the ace 
and, with 10 tricks in plain view, 
declarer led a trump only to meet 
with a rebuff when East showed 
out. 


Three spade losers were inevit- 
able and West’s five trumps ap- 
parently must yield him one trick. 
Declarer saw that if he could cash 


six tricks in the minor suits he 
could bring home the hand. This 
would be easy if West held three 
diamonds and three clubs (leaving 
him with two spades). South, 
therefore, started by attempting 
to cash three diamonds, but when 
the third round was ruffed hope 
of the contract went up in smoke. 


South had started out with the 
right idea, but his execution was 


played clubs first rather than dia- 
monds (though he could afford to 
cash just two diamonds before 
switching to clubs). On the third 
round of clubs he merely discards 
one of the dummy’s diamonds and 
now when he leads the third round 
of diamonds, even though West is 
out of the suit, declarer is in a 
position to overruff him with one 
of the dummy’s high trumps.

“The Soviet Union,” it said, 
‘like all countries of the Social- 
ist (Communist) commonwealth, 
have no issues with regard to oth- 
er states which we would like to 
settle by force of arms.” 


The statement added: ‘The 
Central Committee and the Soviet 
government emphasize that the 
problem of a peaceful settlement 
with Germany must be solved by 
mutual consent with due regard 
to the legitimate interests of all 
sides. 


‘DICTATING NO TERMS’ 


“‘We do not want to dictate our 
terms to anyone. 


“The governments of the West- 
ern powers, however, reply with 
threats and intensified war prep- 
arations instead of a businesslike 
examination of the Soviet propos- 
als.” 


‘The Soviet Union and its Com- 
munist satellites have declared 
they will sign a separate peace 
treaty with Communist East Ger- 
many by the end of the year un- 
less the West agrees to settle the 
Berlin and German issues on 
their terms). 


SOVIET FORCES READY 


The statement said the Soviet 
Union “will never be the first to 
resort to arms, but the armed 
forces are always in constant and 
full combat readiness to give a 
crushing rebuff to any aggres- 
sor.” 

The Kremlin said the Soviet 
government hopes ‘“‘that common 
sense will prevail among the lead- 
ing quarters of the U.S.A., Brit- 
ain and France and other West- 
ern powers and that the Western 
powers will not resist the will of 
the peoples who are vitally inter- 
ested in the maintenance and con- 
solidation of peace.”

It cannot be a mere over- 
coating of hypocrisy masking a 
robber baron or his rapacious 
private enterprise. Work must 
be done. But the fact that 
works are to be tested by public 
standards require that they be 
worthy of respect. 


We have often needed the 
warning finger of decency in 
public postures in the past. 


It is’ said that when the Com- 
munists took over Shanghai, 
they cleverly removed an old 
sign on a central park which 
had long ranked the pride of 
the Chinese. It read, ‘“‘Chinese 
and dogs prohibited.’’ Whatever 
their reasons for removing it, 
the Reds now get the credit for 
restoring respect to the Shang- 
hai Chinese. 


A sensitive eye in any gov- 
ernment would have immedi- 
ately sensed that this sign was 
a useless insult long before the 
Soviets took over the interna- 
tional city. 


In a town in Virginia, sea- 
faring men have been outraged 
by an onerous, rusty old sign 
in city park, “Sailors and 
dogs prohibited.”’ 


In our Georgia mountains, at 
the vantage point of a famous 
gorge, there are two words that 
a public relations-minded ob- 
server would have removed. At 
the point of greatest vision, 
where God’s handiwork is at its 
breathtaking best, there is one 
word: “White.” To the left, a 
little removed to a view a trifle 
less impressive: ‘‘Colored.”’ 


Such crudities serve no pur- 
pose. They are deeply offen- 
sive. Anyone attuned to the 
vulnerabilities of human ego 
would instinctly understand 
their unnecessary insult to 
pride. Public relations would 
have removed them. 


Our political atmosphere is 
changing somewhat and one 
does not hear the assault on 
race and people that once were 
commonplace, but astonishingly, 
many remain, and we do not 
seem to be outraged by their 
utterance. A keen ear for hu- 
man_ sensibilities would long 
ago have ruled them out. 


If public relations existed only 
to remind business, government, 
individuals that they are deal- 
ing with the fragile stuff of 
human dignity, it would be 
worth its weight in bonuses. 


We have seen its testing for 
a city of a million at a moment 
of great decision.

mand. 


In the competition between 
the two major groups of the 
very young and those over 45 
years old, the person with the 
best training will get the most 
desirable employment, declare 
the experts. 


What are the employment op- 
portunities for the mature wom- 
an in the face of the competi- 
tion from youngsters? 


Thanks to such organizations 
as the Atlanta Altrusa Club, 
Georgia’s mature woman often 
can tip the employment scales 
in her favor. Made up of femi- 
nine executives who believe in 


womanpower, the Altrusa Club— 


offers a helping hand to the 
over-35 age group seeking em- 
ployment. 


JOB CLINIC 


Altrusans annually sponsor a 
clinic for the mature woman, 
furnishing information on job 
possibilities, training opportuni- 
ties and tips on personal con- 
duct during job interviews. 
Workshops also spotlight prob- 
lems of emotional stability and 
physical health. 


More than 200 mature women 
attended the last clinic. 


A by-product of the clinic is 
the club's special booklet, ‘‘Vo- 
cational Information for the Ma- 
ture Woman,” which explains in 
detail how an older woman can 
go about seeking her place in 
commerce. 


Miss Gwen Biggerstaff, who is 
head of this year’s clinic plan- 
ning committee, is neck-deep in 
plans to expand the project. 

“We have talked with women 
who have experienced desper- 
-ate situations and MUST work,”’ 
she said. ‘There are also those 
who have been left alone or, for 
various reasons, have become 
the sole support of their fami- 


is ‘‘that vast number of women 
whose leisure time and talents 
should be utilized in community 
volunteer services.”’ There are 
also those who simply need the 
right social contacts. 


OPPOSING FACTORS 


There have been predictions 
that older women may find it 
increasingly hard to get jobs in 
the next few years. But there 
are opposing factors in the pic- 
ture that cannot be overlooked. 


One of these factors is point- 
ed up in a study made by the 
Institute of Life Insurance 
which grew out of an observa- 
tion by the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics: That as workers 
reach and pass the age of 45, 
“‘when their training and expe- 
rience should be an asset, they 
often meet resistance when 
seeking a new position.”’ 


To see if productivity really 
drops as a worker grows older, 
the bureau looked into the job 
performances of clerical work- 
ers of all ages who worked for 
21 large business firms and five 
federal agencies. 


The older workers made an 
outstanding score. Most of them 
happened to be women. 


Three important discoveries 
came out of the study: 


1. Workers in the older age 
groups had a steadier rate of 
production, with ‘considerably 
less variation from week to 
week” than workers in the 
younger age groups. 


2. Many workers in the older 
ages exceeded the performance 
of the younger workers. 


3. On the basis of amount of 
work produced per hour, older 
workers did just as well as the 
younger ones. 


Such revelations come as no 
surprise to Mrs. Helen Jenkins, 
president, and the some 40 
members of Atlanta Altrusa 
who've seen evidence of how the 
mature woman fills needs of 
the business world. 


“The only formula for getting 
and holding a job,’’ Mrs. Jen- 
kins said, “‘is qualifications for 
the job and the ability to per-

Toting his schoolbooks, open- 
ing the classroom door and 
settling into his new desk will 
come doubly hard to Mike 
Hendrix, age nine. But the crew- 
cut, stock boy is glad school is 
starting this week. 


Mike doesn’t have the usual 
“School, fooey’’ attitude. He's 
never been able to go to school. 


“This year I can play,” the 
excited youngster explains. 


Mike, a cerebral palsy victim, 
is starting to “regular school” 
this fall for the first time. He’s 
behind his age group, entering 
the second grade, but that 
doesn’t worry Mike a bit. 


“This year I can really 
play,’ Mike repeats seriously. 


He pushes one crutch aside, 
picks up a baseball and gives it 
a wobby throw to prove his 
point. 

For the past three years, the 
.bright-eyed Acworth boy has at- 
tended the Atlanta Cerebral Pal- 
sy Center school, a Community 
Chest agency, missing only one 
or two days in the entire time. 

“They were good guys,” the 
sturdily built boy assures, ‘‘but 
they couldn’t play.” 

Mike's classmates were in 
wheel chairs, walkers or on 


crutches, so playground activi- 
ties were limited. Instead they 
spent much of their school time 
learning to walk and pick up 
things and to speak clearly. 


Mike himself has a milder 
form of the crippling, motor 
control malady that doctors be- 
lieve stems from a brain injury 


.at birth. 


He doesn’t have as efficient 
control of his arms and legs as 
most children but he’s gaining 
skill rapidly, according to the 
C. P. Center staff. 


SPOUTS ANSWERS 

Unlike many C. P. victims, 
Mike doesn’t have a speech 
problem. He can ask the teach- 
er questions, spout answers and 
chit chat like all the other sec- 
ond graders this fall. 


Due West School in Acworth 
outside Atlanta, Mike’s new 
school home, is a modern, one- 
story structure, so there is no 
stairs problem. 


He’s been preparing for his 
big -school switch since last 
spring. The C. P. Center thera- 
pists got Mike off his walker 


- and onto crutches last May. 


And at his special school, 
Mike has learned to fend for 
himself—to go to the bathroom, 
lunchroom and playground on 
his own steam, as much as pos- 


sible. 


‘But it’s been a slower proc- 
ess than he'll find in public 
school,”” Mrs. Agnes Seymour, 
C. P. Center director, explains. 


Mike already has met his new 
teacher. In fact, he spent a half- 
day in her classroom last 
spring. She is making arrange- 
ments for classmates to help 
Mike with his cafeteria tray and 
school gear. 


His mother, Mrs. Jewell Hen- 
drix, is doubly pleased with the 
new setup. 


“I’m so happy because he’s 
so thrilled,” the proud, young 
mother explains. 


EASE SCHEDULE 


And the new neighborhood 
schooling will ease her own 
schedule ‘‘so much I can hardly 
believe it.”’ 


For three years, Mrs. Hen- 
drix has started for the Atlanta 
center with Mike at about 7 
a.m. each weekday morning, re- 
turning to her farm home about 
3:30 in the afternoon. 


She took Mike’s little’ sister 
Jewell, 2, and’ brother Danny 
Ray, 4, along of necessity. 


“TI took along ironing and sew- 
ing and did as much as I could 
while we waited,’’ Mrs. Hendrix 
says, not complaining, just stat- 
ing facts. 


The Michigan scientists found 
that Freud was right.

When one female subject was 
asked for reactions to the figure 
of a courtroom judge, she re- 
plied: “Old, fat, wealth, kind, 
friend, neighbor, jury, nice, 
eloquent and persuasive.” 


A set of male reactions to the 
same image included ‘‘responsi- 
bility, honest, lawyer, learned, 
arbitrary, black-robed, difficult, 
right, wrong and wise.” 

In every case, the research- 
ers found women reflected 
softer, more emotional and 
sentimental feelings, while men 
generally screened out heart in- 
terest in favor of more objec- 
tive ideas. 


The scientists do not suggest 
which is better, the male or 
female approach. They simply 
say there's a difference.
